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DIVIDEND REDUCED. 


The Union Bag and Paper Co, Cuts Its 
Dividend to Four Per Cent. 


The Directors of the Company Have Authorized the Reduction 
for the Last Quarter Because of the Interest and Sinking Fund 
Charges on the New $3,000,000 Mortgage Indebtedness. 


At a meeting of the board of directors of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company, held at the offices of the company, 17 Battery 
place, New York, Wednesday of last week, it was decided to re- 
duce the regular dividend from 7 per cent. to 4 per cent. The 
directors therefore recommended that the executive committee 
declare a dividend of 1 per cent. on the preferred stock of the com- 
pany for the last quarter. 

Following the announcement of a cut in the dividends the pre- 
ferred stock dropped 13% points and the common 134 on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

A. W. Kinnear was elected assistant treasurer of the company 
by the board of directors. 

In explanation of their action in authorizing a reduction of the 
dividend, President Fisher, on behalf of the directors, issued the 
following statement: 

To the Stockholders of the Union Bag and Paper Company: 

The directors have authorized a dividend at the rate of 4 per 
cent. per annum instead of the usual 7 per cent. for the last quarter 
for the following reasons: 

During the past year the company incurred a mortgage indebted- 
ness of nearly $3,000,000, a large part of the proceeds of which was 
used in the purchase of timber rights of some 2,000 square miles of 
land in Canada, with large water powers, mills, docks, etc., and 
the balance was used in taking up its floating indebtedness and 
adding to its working capital. 

This purchase was made on account of the rapid increase in the 
market price of pulp wood and in view. of the rapid disappearance 
of the spruce forests of this continent. 

The interest and sinking funds of this indebtedness began at 
once, while the results of the lumbering operations of the season 
cannot be known until the end of the year, and because of the 
extended drought in Canada during the past season the full benefit 
will not accrue until the end of next season. 

While the gross earnings of the company from its general busi- 
ness this year are within a few thousand dollars of its gross earn- 
ings last year, the interest and sinking fund requirements would 
make it necessary to encroach on the surplus were the full dividend 
paid on the preferred stock for this quarter. This the directors 
were unwilling to do.

The Wall Street Journal, in commenting on the reduction of 
the dividend, says: 

“The statement of President Fisher, in reference to the reduction 


of the dividend rate from a basis of 7 per cent. per annum to 4 per 


cent. per annum, brings to light the fact that since the issuance of 
the annual report, as of January 31, 1906, the company has increased 
its bonded indebtedness to the extent of about $1,100,000. At the 
time the last annual report was published the amount of the new 
bonds issued was approximately $1,900,000, and President Fisher 
states that about $3,000,000 are now outstanding 

“By reducing the dividend rate by 3 per cent. the saving accom- 
plished by the company will be $330,000 per annum, as the total 
amount of preferred stock outstanding is $11,000,000, The amount 
of charges to be met on account of the $3,000,000 of bonds out- 
standing is $150,000 per annum. It is apparent, therefore, that with 
stable business the saving from dividends would be more than suf- 
ficient to provide for the charges. In view, however, of the nar- 
row margin of profit above the preferred dividend of the company 
last year a conservative policy in regard to dividends is necessary. 

“At the time shat the last annual report was issued the working 
capital of the company was in a fairly satisfactory condition, owing 
to the fact that the issue of the first $1,900,000 of bonds had 
cleared up the floating indebtedness of the company. However, if 
a dividend at the 7 per cent. rate had been declared for the quar- 
ter, with the requirements of the sinking fund, it would have re- 
duced the surplus of the company, which, taking into consideration 
the working capital needs, would not have been advisable.” 

Hinde & Dauch May Buy Old Plant of Muncie Pulp Company.

Muncie, Ind., September 10, 1906.—Messrs. Cary and Loan 
Franklin, who a few months ago purchased the site and buildings 
of the old Muncie Pulp Company, have on hand a deal that is likely 
to terminate in the establishment of a large paper industry. Repre- 
sentatives of a big paper company, with headquarters in Sandusky, 
were in Muncie this week looking over the property with the view 
of locating here. The concern already has two large mills in opera- 
tion and is anxious to put in a plant in this city to supply the trade 
in the Central and Western part of the United States 

The prospective concern manufactures all sorts of packing paper, 
and recently closed a large contract with Ball Brothers Glass 
Manufacturing Company, of this city. With a plant in operation 
here the shipping charges could be eliminated and prompt de- 
livery assured. 

If the company should decide to locate in Muncie the buildings 
will be overhauled and enlarged, several additions being necessary. 
The buildings. are well adapted for the business, having formerly 
been used in the manufacture of pulp. The Sandusky firm says 
it would employ more than 200 men at the start, and increase the 
number in a short time. The matter has not only been taken up 
with Franklin brothers, but also with a number of manfactur- 
ers of this city, who could use the product, and with local car‘tal- 
ists, who believe the establishment would prove a good investment

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A DROUGHT IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Most of the States in That Section Have Had But Light Rain- 
falls in Six Weeks—A Continuance of the Drought Will 
Have Serious Effects.

Bancor, Me., September 10, 1906.—In Maine ‘showers have been 
rare for tive weeks, especially through Waldo County and on both 
sides of the Penobscot Valley and over the Kennebec region. Since 
July 21 there had been but one shower up to a few days ago. In 
consequence the ground is dry to the depth of from 1 to 6 inches, 
to the detriment of nearly variety of farm and garden 
produce 


every 


The lower Kennebec and Androscoggin regions have been better 
favored than most of the other portions of Maine, and frequent 
light showers have done much to mitigate the perils of the dry 
spell. Further inland streams are low, and campers at the Range- 
ley and Moosehead lakes report low water and poor fishing. Sev- 
eral forest fires have been reported, but prompt work by the fire 
wardens has minimized the danger from this source. 
New Hampstifire 


Rivers in 
are at their lowest point for the season and are 
very near the low water record for many previous years. Farmers 
here have had long hauls to bring water to their stock, but so far 
the mills have not suffered greatly. Vermont faces a serious 
drought. The Barre city water supply is especially hard hit, the 
Orange Brook reservoir being so low it became necessary to shut 
it off, and the city was supplied from the Bolster reservoir. 

Central and western Massachusetts have not had so many show- 
ers as places on the coast, and while the farmers have not suffered 
so much as in Mame, New Hampshire and Vermont, owing to the 
numerous intersecting streams, some of the mills have been much 
The Berkshire Hills Paper Company 
at Zylonite has had to pump water through a canal in order to 
keep its machinery going at the average capacity. The dry 
weather has reduced the supply from the Broad Brook system, 
which supplies North Adams, until there was scarcely enough water 
to fill more than half of the 24 inch main. The Richmond Hill dis- 
trict of that city was especially handicapped by the low water 
pressure. A brief rain, however, would greatly relieve conditions 
there, as the Broad Brook watershed is very susceptible to even the 
lightest rains. Fortunately, the big mill centres at Lawrence and 
Lowell, in the eastern part of the State of Massachusetts, have not 
suffered from the drought.

In Rhode Island, while streams are low, some of the large manu- 
facturing concerns claim that the water is not so low as in previous 
years, but they admit that copious rains would be a great help to 
their industries. 


LOW WATER IN CANADA. 


Pulp Wood Held Up and the Eddy and Booth Pulp Mills Idle 
‘ Because of Lack of Water Power. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Canada, September 10, 1906—The low water of the 
Ottawa River is having a depressing effect on the pulp and paper 
industry of Hull and Ottawa. The E. B. Eddy Company, of 
Hull, has pulp timber tied up on the Ottawa, Gatineau and Rouge 
rivers which cannot be moved on account of the shrinkage of 
these streams. The company finds logs so scarce that it will have 
to close doyn the sawmill. An additional reason for suspending 
operations in this branch of the establishment is to divert all the 
water power to the paper and match factories. There is such a 
volume of rush orders in for paper products that no time can 
be lost in manufacturing and shipping. J. R. Booth’s pulp mill

on the Ottawa side of the river is also affected by the low water, 
and some of the grinders have been idle for want of motive 
power. Mr. Booth stopped night operations in his lumber mill, 
and by this means diverted enough water to the pulp factory to 
prevent a serious falling off in its output. The water has not 
been so low in fifty years. There is talk of constructing an im- 
mense dam to protect the industries from future damage of this 
kind. Other manufactories of the locality are falling back on auxil- 
iary steam plants. The upward tendency of paper prices which 
was noted a week ago has become compulsory.

The Pulp Wood Situation in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., September 10, 1906.—People who are in best 
touch with the wood pulp situation in this region believe that the 
stocks on hand, with the shipments constantly coming in, will be 
just about sufficient to keep everything going till the new season's 
shipments arrive. It has been all the year a matter of grave doubt 
whether the supply would hold out, and there has been no little 
anxiety over the matter; but the verdict now is as above stated 
The Fox River mills in this respect are in somewhat better situ- 
ation than the Wisconsin River mills. Some of the mills there 
have small stocks, but as a rule they are running very close to the 
supply. It is believed, however, that they will be able to pull 
through the same as the Fox River mills.

Little Water, Plenty of Smoke, at Fulton, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., September 11, 1906.—It has been a difficult prob 
lem to distribute the water flowing down the Oswego River this 
past week in such allotments as to furnish power for all the 
mills. The river is unusually low, and at times the hydraulic canal 
is a shallow stream utterly inadequate for the demands of the 
water wheels. A meeting of the water users on the east side was 
held Monday at the office of the Volney Paper Company, and pro- 
vision was made for closing down the openings to the precise 
measurement of the various rights of the mills. The commis 
sioners thereupon appointed an engineer and watchman to regulate 
the height of the several gates, and “martial law” is in force to the 
extent that all users must abide by the rulings of the commis 
sioners and their engineer and watcher. 

All the mills have been compelled to call upon their reserve 
steam equipments, and woefully witness a portion of their divi 
dends (?) go up in smoke. Shortage of production has resulted 
all around, and unless copious rains prevail shortly the low water 
problem will be a serious one here. 

To still further embarrass the mill owners, the barge canal con 
tractors have thrown a coffer dam half way across the river below 
the second dam, diverting the water to the west side of the chan 
nel and backing the water into the tailraces of the east side mills 
This reduces the head several inches, and has a marked bear 
ing on the present shortage of power. The contractors’ work b: 
gins north of the mills and includes deepening the tailrace chan 
nel, which, when completed, will afford an increased head of almos 
3. feet on the wheels. FULTON.

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BOARDS ADVANCED. 


The Mills in the Parks Pooling Plan 
Put Up the Price $2 Per Ton. 


At the Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Manufacturers Held in 
New York Last Week It Was Decided to Raise the Price on 
All Grades Except Pulp Boards—Effect Last Monday. 


The regular quarterly meeting of the box board combine, organ- 
ized under the Parks pooling plan, which has been in operation 
since October 9 of last year, and which has proven the most suc- 
cessful combination of board men yet effected, was held all of last 
week in a private room at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York. 
The meeting was opened on Tuesday by a conference of the price, 
adjustment and various other committees of the combination, at 
which reports of each committee’s work were read and changes dis- 
cussed and new plans agreed upon for the next quarter. 

According to the reports of these committees the business of the 
different manufacturers in the combine was conducted without the 
least show of friction, and no complaints were entered against 
any manufacturer for not complying strictly with the bylaws of the 
organization. Duplicate bills of all sales are sent to Mr. Parks’ 
office at regular intervals for his inspection of selling prices and 
the regulation and distribution of business proportionately among 
the various manufacturers. 

On Wednesday the regular session was begun with a full repre- 
sentation of all the manufacturers in attendance. They came from 
all parts of the country, and this fact alone is positive proof of the 
general interest that is taken in the workings of the organization. 
The meetings were continued during the balance of the week, and 
various discussions were held on the general trade conditions in all 
sections of the United States, and a number of arguments were 
heard on ways and means for making needed economies in the 
present methods of handling business. 

A protest which was entered by the United Box Board and Paper 
Company was the only thing that made its appearance to disturb 
the general smoothness of the proceedings. Representatives of the 
company claimed that the United was not getting its allotted share 
of the business on straw board, and advanced as a reason for this 
failure the fact that consumers were substituting news and chip 
board in place of straw board, because prices on those grades were 
somewhat lower than on straw board, the cost of lining being added. 
They said they had curtailed their production of news and chip 
board in an endeavor to increase their sales on straw board, but to 
no avail, They asked that the price on straw board be reduced or 
that prices on news and chip board be advanced. 

Rumors were current in the trade that this new difficulty would 
cause a break in the combine, and that the United Box Board and 
Paper Company would sever its connection with the organization 
and conduct business independently if this matter was not settled 
amicably. This state of affairs, cropping up as it did at a time when 
everything appeared to be running smoothly and without a hitch, 
caused a feeling of anxiety among the various members; while 
among the trade a feeling of “I told you so” seemed to radiate 
from all quarters having knowledge of the situation. 

On Saturday official telegrams were sent out notifying all dealers 
that prices on all grades of board had been advanced $2 per ton 
with the exception of pulp board, effective Monday, September Io. 
Then everyone was convinced that the pending disagreement had 
been settled s&tisfactorily.

We have opened offices in the city 
of Cincinnati, 908-9 Fourth National Bank Building, and all quota- 
tions will be made and all orders hereafter will be received at the 
Cincinnati office.

Colonel “Charley” Wing is well known as an Ohio politician 
and as a member of the Diem & Wing Paper Company. On the 
letter head which announces his entry into the Bryant Paper Com- 
pany H. P. Kauffer appears as vice president and R. C. Rogers as 
manager of sales. The other officers are: Noah Bryant, president; 
Frank R. Milham, secretary and manager, and S. F. Duncan, treas- 
urer. 

The Bermingham & Seaman Company, of Chicago, has been the 
local selling agency of the Bryant Paper Company for a number 
of years, and the announcement intimating that this connection was 
to be severed caused a flurry among local customers. The declara- 
tion was made in some cases that the cutting off of the Chicago 
office and the forcing of all orders through the Cincinnati office 
would cause the mills to lose much of their local patronage. In- 
vestigation by a representative of THe Paper Trane JourNAL 
showed that this was an unnecessary alarm. 

“We will continue to represent the Bryant Paper Company in 
Chicago,” said Thomas C. Bermingham, president of the local 
house. “The appointment of Colonel Wing will not interfere at 
all with this market, and our relations with the company will con- 
tinue as heretofore. An additional office will be opened in Cin- 
cinnati and Colonel Wing placed in charge. The move is to 
strengthen him as much as anything. That these announcements 
should have been sent to the Chicago trade is in a measure un- 
accountable, but was probably due to the zeal of Colonel Wing in 
getting his office started. If it has created any misapprehension 
among the Chicago dealers the mill can very easily make explana- 
tions which will set everything right.” 

Mr. Kauffer, the former vice president, remains in the corpora 
tion, controlling a large proportion of the shares of stock. Mr 
Rogers will go on the road in a capacity similar to that which he 
formerly held as manager of sales, traveling through Indiana, Ohio 
and Michigan.

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ACTIVITY MORE GENERAL. 


A Considerable Increase in All Lines is the Report from Nearly 
All Sections, and All Hands Look Forward to Still 
Better Results as the Fall Season Advances. 


There was considerable improvement in the demand this week, 
and although prices are somewhat stronger no material advance 
has taken place yet. With the middle of September close at hand, 
buyers are beginning to take more interest in the various grades, 
and the majority are preparing to place orders for their particular 
requirements. All indications point to a good demand during the 
fall and early winter. The general prosperity of the country con- 
tinues to be the basis on which the trade builds its hopes of a 
heavy fall business. The quotations on nearly all grades are ab- 
normally low, in fact lower than they have been in several years; 
but this condition of affairs does not seem to cause any alarm, as 
it is believed the demand, when it comes, will adjust the price 
question. The mills are reported in nearly all instances as run- 
ning full, and the number of orders on hand are sufficient to keep 
them in this condition for some time. Owing to low water at a 
number of points it is reported that prices on pulp may be ad- 
vanced if the drought continues. A few manufacturers of news 
paper have already made slight advances on their product, offer- 
ing as a reason the difficulty of securing sufficient quantities of 
ground wood. The dealers do not appear to be worrying about 
the outlook for trade this fall. Although the overproduction on a 
number of grades of paper is heavy, it is expected that this will 
all be absorbed by the big demand, and that conditions will have 
returned to a more normal basis before the first of the year. Tak- 
ing into consideration the exceptionally dull summer, it may be 
said that business has picked up really more than has been ex- 
pected for so early in the season. From now on a gradual increase 
in the demand will no doubt be noticed, and with advanced prices, 
which ought to follow, all branches of the paper industry will 
enter upon a season of genuine activity. 





An Increase in All Lines in Chicago.

With these defections from the 
union ranks and the non-union men who continued working when 
the strike was called, the printers manage to make a creditable 
showing and the demand for paper continues.

Some little improvement in local paper trade circles is noticed 
since the close of the vacation season, but no special rush has as 


yet been experienced. Commenting upon the volume of summer 
business, a city jobber stated that his trade for June, July and Au- 
gust was far ahead of that of any summer in recent past years. 
Other dealers, judging from their reports, seem to have been well 
favored with business during the hot months, and they closed the 
summer season well content with its results.

In other 
summers we have expected as a matter of course to run ahead on 
contracts; but it has not been so this summer, the paper has 
been shipped as fast as it was made. Of course prices have been 
very low, but it must be remembered that there are no stocks on 
hand, and it is conceivable that a comparatively small increase 
in the demand coming at such a time might have a very imme- 
diate effect upon prices.” Fox River. 


“ Business Is Improving” in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, September 11, 1906.—With hardly an exception 
the jobbers declare that business is improving; but the rate of im- 
provement varies just as the intensity with which orders are sought. 
For those who hustle strenuously enough there are orders, and 
profitable ones, too, awaiting. But demand is not yet brisk enough 
to give all a share. . 

The news market, exceedingly weak all summer, shows a little 
improvement. The political campaign now just beginning and to be 
continued until November will be a bitter one, and fortunately will 
be one of heavy paper consumption, for the various candidates are 
flooding voters with literature. For cheap book, too, there is a 
better market. The better grades of book continue to be in steady 
call, but prices are unchanged. The largest share of increased 
demand has fallen to wrapping paper. Mills are producing heavily 
in blanks for the wall paper stainers. Building papers of all sorts 
are still in exceedingly good demand, though prices continue low.

, “General Trade Revival” in Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 11, 1906.—There are signs of returning 
fall trade on every side. Nearly all branches of industry in this 
part of the country are experiencing the revivifying effects of the 
tonic, and it is apparent that nothing can stay the revival of trade— 
not even an earthquake—for a recent catastrophe has demonstrated 
how business is temporarily benefited by such a disaster. Local 
concerns are still busy supplying mills, factories and jobbers in 
‘Frisco and nearby points, the machinery firms especially experi- 
encing the “ill wind” benefits. Wholesale and jobbing distribution 
is on a liberal scale, considering the early season, and collections 
show some improvement. Retail trade is assuming more activity. 
and the jobbers are jubilant over the prospects. The seasonable 
weather has admittedly had much to do with the brightening of 
trade conditions, and if the manufacturers have no difficulty later 
on in making steady deliveries there seems to be little reason for 
dull trade in almost any quarter. The past month, with the ex- 
ception of the last week of that period, has been marked by season- 
able dullness, and now that orders are coming in with greater regu- 
larity there is a better feeling throughout the trade. M. V. 


Further Improvement at Montreal. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Montreat, Canada, September 10, 1906.—It can be said with 
some surety that the members of what might be called the defunct 
Canadian Paper Trade Association have been approached with a 
view of patching up the differences that have been in existence for 
some time. This applies particularly to the pulp branch of the 
association; but*to date, as far as can be ascertained, nothing def- 
inite has resulted. There are hopes, however, that something may 
be done before long, although on the other hand some dealers 
think that the outlook in that respect is not bright. 


There is further evidence of improvement in the paper trade 
generally, and dealers seem in a more hopeful mood than they 
were a month or two ago.

There has been a stiffening in prices in ground wood and sulphite, 
and manila and jute papers are reported firmer without much ac- 
tual change in price. & 


Pulp Mill at Ladysmith, Wis., to Start Up Shortly.

App_eton, Wis., September 10, 1906.—The Menasha Paper Com- 
pany expects to start its new pulp mill at Ladysmith in about a 
month. It is possible that it may be ready by the last of this 
month. The dam is completed along with the power equipment, 
and the finishing touches are being put on the building and the 
machinery equipment. The mill will have ten grinders and will 


have an output of from 50 to 60 tons of ground wood a day. 
The company started its new paper machine at the Ladysmith mill 
a couple of months ago, and all three machines there are being 
kept busy on a single big order for paper.

Shartle Brothers, Paleontologists ! 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 11, 1906.—Satisfactory progress has 
been reported in the work on Shartle Brothers’ new paper mill 
machinery shop at Middletown. Workmen have reached a con- 
siderable depth, and some strange relics have been unearthed. The 
discovery of interest to tradesmen was the uncovering of petrified 
portions of several animals, such as the buffalo and elk. Daniel 
H. Shartle, who has been supervising the work personally, secured 
an elegant specimen of elk’s antlers. The antlers were as hard 
as agate and finely polished. He likewise found a pair of buffalo 
horns in the same condition. Possibly the greatest curiosities un- 
covered by the excavators on the factory site were petrified frogs, 
fish and lizards and many other odd specimens, all of which will 
be preserved by the company and will adorn the homes and offices 
of the members. It is believed that at one time, possibly thousands 
of years ago, the bed of the Miami River, now far distant, occupied 
the locality in which the new shops will be situated. M. V. 


Ground Broken for Champion’s New Coating Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 11, 1906.—Ground has already been 
broken for the big addition to the new coating mill of the Cham- 
pion Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, which is to contain 
ten additional double coaters, giving the company 120,000 pounds 
additional daily product over its present capacity of 220,000 pounds. 

This will, mean that when the paper mill, which is now under 
process of construction, is completed, the combined capacity of 
the two plants will be more than 550,000 pounds daily. The work 
on above mills is expected to be entirely completed in about 
eight months. Both buildings will be electrically equipped through- 
out, and to do this the Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Compauy has been given the largest individual order for electrical 
motors ever placed; to E. D. Jones & Co. the largest order for 
beater engines which has ever been placed. There will be fifty- 
seven 1,500 pound beaters and seven washers in the two paper 
mills.

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PROTESTS UNDER NEW R. R. RATE LAW. 


Method of Procedure Outlined for the Benefit of Shippers—Any- 
one Discriminated Against Can File Protest Without Cost— 
The Interstate Commerce Commission Can Issue Orders. 


Wasuincton, September 11, 1906.—The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is in receipt of many inquiries as to how an individual 
or firm of business men who believe that discrimination is being 
practiced against them by a railroad corporation, or other common 
carrier, may bring their case to the attention of the commission and 
secure redress under the new freight rate law, which took effect 
August 28. The question is one of much interest, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Paint, Oil and Drug Reporter, and espe- 
cially to all independent petroleum producers and refiners, in view 
of the provision of the new law making pipe lines common carriers, 
and therefore the authoritative statement which the correspondent 
is enabled to make, through the courtesy of the commission officials, 
will be read with attention and preserved for future reference. 
Under the new law it will be practicable to secure from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission an order, not only declaring an e¢xist- 
ing rate to be unreasonable, but also specifying the maximum rate 
which the carrier is entitled to charge. The procedure is simple 
and inexpensive, and relief may often be obtained within a very 
few days and without any cost whatever. 

Under the rules of practice adopted by the commission “any per- 
‘son, firm, company, corporation or association, mercantile, agricul- 
tural or manufacturing society, body politic or municipal organiza- 
tion, or the railroad commissioner or commission of any State or 
‘Territory, may complain to the commission by petition of anything 
done, or omitted to be done, in violation of the provisions of the 
act to regulate commerce by any common carrier or carriers subject 
to the provisions of said act.” Where a complaint relates to the 
rates or practice of a single carrier, no other carrier need be made a 
party to the proceeding, but if it relates to matters in which two 
or more carriers, engaged in transportation by continuous carriage 
or shipment, are interested, the several carriers may be made joint 
defendants in a single petition. In many cases, however, it will 
not be necessary to go so far as to file a formal petition, and it is 
an interesting fact that during the period since the commission was 
first organized more than one-half the complaints received have 
been settled satisfactorily to the complainant as the result of cor- 
respondence and without the formality of a hearing. ; 

The first step to be taken by anyone having a complaint of any 
kind to make to the commission is to address a letter to Hon. 
Martin A. Knapp, chairman, stating, as briefly as possible, the speci- 
fic grounds of the complaint, whether the freight rate or the classi- 
fication is the basis of the grievance, and showing by comparison 
with other rates the discrimination against the individual or lo- 
cality. As soon as this statement is received by the commission it 
will be referred to the auditor, who keeps a complete set of the 
freight tariff schedules of all the common carriers throughout the 


country, and he will check up the rates quoted in the complaint and 
make a report to the commission regarding the justness of the 
charges against the carrier in question. A summary of the com- 
plaint, together with a copy of the auditor’s report, will then be 
served by the commission upon the defendant carrier, and a copy 
of the auditor's report will also be forwarded to the complainant. 
Complaints are usually acknowledged by the commission within 
three or four days of their receipt. 

In a majority of cases the carriers, upon receipt of the complaint 
and the auditor's report, promptly suggest to the commission an ad- 
justment of the gate or classification complained of, and if this ad- 


justment is approved by the commission the complainant is usually 


advised to accept it and the case is thus closed. It will be noted 


that in all such cases the expense to the complainant is limited to 
the time and labor of writing a letter or two. There is no fee for 


* 





filing the complaint with the commission, and the average business 
man can attend to the matter without calling in the aid of a lawyer. 

In the event, however, that the answer of the carrier to the in- 
formal complaint is not satisfactory to the commission, the com- 
plainant is notified to that effect, and if the commission regards 
the grievance as well founded the shipper is requested to file a 
formal petition. This petition need not be drawn by a lawyer, but 
may be prepared by the shipper in accordance with the following 
form:

The petition of the above named complainant respectfully shows: 

I. That (here let complainant state his occupation and place 
of business). 

II. That the defendant above named is a common carrier en- 
gaged in the transportation of passengers and property by railroad 
between points in the State o and points in the State of 
. and as such common carrier is subject to the provisions of 
the act to regulate commerce, approved February 4, 1887, and acts 
amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto. 

III. That (here state concisely the matters intended to be com- 

lained of. Continue numbering each succeeding paragraph as in 
Nos. I, II and III). 

Wherefore the petitioner prays that the defendant may be re- 
quired to answer the charges herein, and that after due hearing 
and investigation an order be made commanding the defendant to 
cease and desist from such violations of the act to regulate com- 
merce, and for such other and further order as the commission 
may deem necessary in the premises. (The prayer may be varied 
so as to ask also for the ascertainment of lawful rates or practices, 
and an order requiring the carrier to conform thereto. If repara- 
tion for any wrong or injury be desired, the petitioner should state 
the nature and extent of the reparation he deems proper.)

(Complainant's signature.) 
In case the complainant is in doubt as to his ability to draft a 
petition in proper form, he is at liberty to apply to the commission, 
stating any pertinent facts not included in his original complaint, 
whereupon the secretary of the commission will draw the petition 
and forward it for the complainant’s signature. A copy of the peti- 
tion is then served upon the defendant, who is granted twenty days 
in which to file a formal answer. Upon receipt of the carrier’s re- 
sponse the issue is joined and the commission will proceed to 
assign a time and place for hearing the case. Oral hearings usually 
take place at the commission's offices in Washington, but the testi- 


mony of any witness may be taken by deposition at the place of his 
residence, before any court official or notary authorized to admin- 
ister an oath. Reasonable notice must be given in writing by the 
party, or his attorney, proposing to take such deposition to the op- 
posite party, or his attorney of record, stating the name of the wit- 
ness and the time and place of the taking of the deposition. The 
object of this notice is to permit the opposite party, either in per- 
son or by attorney, to be present at the taking of the deposition for 
the purpose of cross-examining the witness. The complainant is 
thus enabled to file his formal petition with the commission and 
to submit his evidence in support thereof without leaving his place 
of residence; but, of course, he may find it desirable, either person- 
ally or by attorney, to be present at the taking of the depositions 
of the defendant carrier, which may be taken at the latter’s general 
offices in another city. 

After all the testimony in the case has been taken, either orally 
or by deposition, both parties may file briefs if they desire or if 
called upon to do so by the commission. When this has been done 
the case is formally laid before the commission and considered 
until decided. 

It should be borne in mind that under the rules of the commis- 
sion the complainant must in all cases establish the facts alleged to 
constitute a violation of the law, unless the carrier complained 


against admits the same or fails to answer the petition, The carrier 
must also prove the facts alleged in the answer, unless admitted 


by the petitioner, and must fully disclose its defense at the hearing.

Charles A. Upson Resigns from Niagara Paper Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Locxrort, N. Y., September 11, 1906.—Charles A. Upson has 
resigned his position as manager of the Niagara Paper Mills. Mr. 
Upson, who is known in every part of the country, has a host of 
friends who will await his future plans with interest. 

The Niagara Paper Mills are controlled by the estate of the late 
Senator Timothy E. Ellsworth, who was famous all over the 
State as a “square” politician, and who would probably have been 
Governor of the State today had he lived. Upon his death the 
management of his affairs passed into the hands of Judge Alva 
K. Potter, who was vice president of the paper mills as well as 
administrator for the estate. Shortly after Judge Potter took 
charge Mr. Upson was appointed manager to succeed Willis H. 
Howes. 

The mill under the management of Mr. Upson, it is under- 
stood, progressed as never before in its history. Naturally artis- 
tic, he is at the same time a keen, honest young man of the modern 
type who combines art with business. During the past year >the 
standard of papers has been greatly improved and a larger va- 
riety made. Many improvements have been made to the mills, 
including a model filtration plant, a color and chemical building, as 
well as considerable additional machinery. In fact, it is known 
that his plans embraced the making of a larger and better mill. 

It is said that the recent resignations of the old officers and di- 
rectors led up to the resignation of Mr. Upson. On August 1 
the estate was turned over to the heirs, and G. E. Green, a nephew 
of the late Colonel Ellsworth, was appointed agent. Mr. Green is 
a civil engineer by profession, but since coming to Lockport has 
been connected with various local interests in which his late 
uncle was financially interested. When Mr. Green was appointed 
agent Mr. Upson asked that certain important improvements which 
had been delayed by the contemplated change to the heirs be made 
at once. The non-approval of Mr. Green to make the improve- 
ments and to effect a reorganization of the mills caused Mr. Upson 
to hand in his resignation. 

With the resignation of Mr. Upson the superintendent, Ralph 
M. Snell, also left the mills. Mr. Snell is known in the trade as 
a skilled and sriginal paper maker. 

W. H. Upson, assistant manager, who has had charge of sales 
and advertising, is also no longer with the mills. His advertising 
has attracted the attention of the advertising world. Only last 


month Printers’ Ink published a long interview with him, refer- 
ring to him as one of the most original men in the field. 

It is learned from one of the directors that the management of 
these three young men was the most successful the mill has 
known, not only from the point of finances but from mill manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Green is at present in charge of the mills, assisted by 
A. W. Sellick, who left the practice of law to take up advertis- 
ing, and who was connected with the mill as advertising manager 
before the Upsons took charge. 

In Lockport the Upsons bear a sterling reputation for ability 
and honesty. The resignations come, therefore, as a great sur- 
prise to the town. It could not be learned just what their fu- 
ture plans were, but it is known that they turned down several 
propositions, including an offer of capital to start the erection of 
a new mill. Ae ie 


Reorganizing the Force of Niagara Paper Mills.

Lockport, September 10, 1906.—A complete reorganization of the 
office force and heads of departments of the Niagara Paper Mills 
is under way since George Ellsworth Greene, nephew of the late 
Senator Timothy E. Ellsworth, succeeded Charles Upson as gen- 
eral manager. Arthur Sellick, of this city, has succeeded W. Har- 
rison Upson as general advertising manager. Stephen Hanzey has 
assumed the duties of superintendent of the mill, succeeding Ralph 
Snell. Mr. Snell came here three months ago from Holyoke, and 
it is reported he will begin an action to make good a three year 
contract which he had with the Niagara Mills, according to the 
current report. 


Ballston Paper Company Declared Bankrupt

Evidence in rebuttal, either oral or by deposition, may be submitted 
by either party under the same conditions governing evidence in 
chief. In case of failure to answer on the part of the defendant 
carrier, the commission will take such proof of the facts as may be 
deemed proper and reasonable, and make such order thereon as the 
circumstances of the case appear to require. 

While the Interstate Commerce Commission sits as a court to try 
cases presented to it in accordance with the rules of practice above 
set forth, it maintains an office staff whose duties require them to 
assist all complainants in properly presenting their cases. In 
some instances the commission assigns its own special agents to 
investigate the allegations of complainants, and it will thus be seen 
that while every effort is made to deal out equal justice to all par- 
ties, the humblest retail merchant in the country is accorded the 
same degree of consideration by this important tribunal as -is 
granted the greatest railroad corporation.

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RESEARCHES IN CELLSTUFF—A REVIEW. 


A Learned and Sympathetic Outline of the Contents of the Epoch- 
Making Book of Cross and Bevan, by Dr. Walter Vieweg, 
in a Communication to the Society of Chemists. 


(Translated for THe Paver Trape JourNaAL by Albert Komp.) 

The researches in cellulose by Cross and Bevan are closely con- 
nected with the books of the same authors, “Researches in Cellu- 
lose” and “Cellulose.” The new volume comprises the latest re- 
searches, partly performed by the authors themselves, and partly 
made known by other publications. 

The specialty of this book is found in the presentation of new 
views on the nature of cellstuff in particular and on “matter” in 
general. 

According to prevailing conceptions of chemical reactions cell- 
stuff and acetic acid combinations could only take place in their 
relation to their molecular weight, consequently they would act on 
16 grams cellstuff in quantities of 6 or 12 or 18 gr. of acetic acid— 
that means in those mentioned grades, and not gradually. In 
case acetates had been found in which the presence of middle or 
intermediate values had to be admitted—for instance, abqut 16 gr. 
cellstuff with 10 gr. acetic acid—then the belief has prevailed so 
far that they represented mixtures of different esters. Cross and 
Bevan maintain the hypothesis that cellstuff reacts in the form 
of a distinct colloid (gluten forming stuff), not saltatory but in any 
proportion on the adaptable su stance, consequently that it forms 
constant combinations that are variable according to the concentra- 
tion of the reacting mediums. 

Cellstuff stands during its reactions like a dissolving medium; 
this is the new view of Cross and Bevan. 

The authors explain the reason for the conversions from the 
standpoint of Sordis, according to which the colloidal solutions (hy- 
drosole) are not to be considered as a pure form of matter, but as 
chemical combinations in a watery solution. The hydrosoles admit 
water into the molecule—are hydrolized—and they are parted in 
iones—ionized. This dissociation is taken for granted, because 
damp cellstuff conducts the electric current. 

Cross calls cellstuff a solving aggregate acting as an acid and 
as a hase, and is consequently parted in H— (acid) and in OH— 
(base)—iones. With bases it forms f. i. sodium lye, sodium com- 
bination (mercerization), and, with acids, ester acetates, nitrates, 
xantogenates, etc. 

The authors have abandoned old views, because during late 
years, notwithstanding arduous studies of cellstuff based on the 
principles of molecular conception, no progress has been accom- 
plished by way of increasing the knowledge of the nature of cell- 
stuff. The authors, however, expect that the new theory of solu- 
tions will tend to promote science and technology. 

Considering that Kekuli has laid the foundation of the organic 
and aromatic chemistry and its fine industries by proving his benzol 
theory, we are entitled to expect great results from the new cell- 
stuff theory of the Britons. 

The contents of the book are arranged in three parts. In the 
first the subjects relating to the new theory are treated in a con- 
densed form; then follows the discussion on cellstuff as a typical 
colloid, as a chemical individual and as a fibre element. 

The second chapter contains reports on the literature of cellstuff 
during the last five years, followed in every instance by a critical 
dissertation by the authors based on the ground of their new theory. 

The first subdivision treats on the synthetic reaction leading 
to the esters, the xanthogenians, nitric acid and acetic sulphurous 
acid, the sodium combinations, the coloring, electrolytic appear- 
ances and cqmposition of the molecule. The second subdivision 
presents the reactions leading to solution or dissociation, also hy- 
dro-cellstuff, and their chloracetyl combinations, digestion and fer- 
mentation of cellstuff. 

The last chapter contains an essay on the cellstuff industries. 


The paper maker, the color maker, alimentary chemist, the phy- 
sician, the makers of explosives and the vartificial silk maker— 
furthermore all those who are interested in the knowledge of 
matter, can learn from the book of Cross and Bevan, for the 
meritorious English researchers lead into a path that promises to 
bring us at last nearer to the knowledge of the nature of cell- 


stuff,

The contents of the book are modestly summarized in the title 
page as “Some specimens of paper, embracing a variety of qualities 
and containing particulars of stock carried, together with prices.” 

A very valuable feature of the sample book is a table for ascer- 
taining the number of forms for a book of any size, together with 
the quantity of paper necessary to print 1,000 copies in any form, 
from octavo to 32mo. 

The specimen pages of the book papers which have been selected 
for inclusion in the sample book display a wide range of very 
high grade stock. The object of the book, as stated by the com- 
pany, is not to show samples of fine printing, but rather to present 
a sample book of papers, with just enough type and illustrations 
to give the consumer an idea of the effect of type on the several 
grades. 

In producing this sample book the Perkins-Goodwin Company 
has overcome the chief objection of most sample books, namely, 
their unwieldiness, and has thereby insured its preservation and 
use by its customers.

Electric Tiering Machine. 


We show herewith an illustration of the Economy Engineering 
Company’s electric power tiering machine for handling paper in 
cases, rolls, tetc. The general type of construction is the same 
as that of the hand power “Economy” machine, which is used ex- 
tensively by manufacturers and dealers. 

The machine has all the features of a modern electric elevator;

A flexible armored conduit 50 feet long, fitted to connect at any 
contact point in the wall, floor or ceiling, furnished with each 
machine, permits the elevator to be moved about to any place on 





the floor. All uprights are hinged to permit the machine to be 
moved through doors, etc. Machines of any height will be fur- 
nished. The weight is about 1,200 pounds.

Lockwood’s Directory Out This Week. 

The thirty-second edition of Lockwood's Directory of the Paper, 
Stationery and Allied Trades is now ready for distribution. As 
has been said before. the book has been thoroughly revised, hav- 
ing been brought absolutely up to date in all its departments. 

The mill portion of the book is this year far better than in 
previous years, as the manufacturers, with very few exceptions, 
have co-operated with the publishers as never before in revising 
the reports of their mills. The result of this co-operation will be 
seen in the completeness and correctness of the paper and pulp mill 
section of the hook. Both classes of mills, by the way, have been 
brought together under one heading, the only classification being 
by geographical location. By this arrangement any mill, regardless 
of product, can be readily found. 

Following the mill section the classified list of mills according to 
kinds of paper made will also be found to be fuller, and conse- 
quently more valuable. As this classification is based upon the 
reports of the mill owners themselves there is no questioning its 
accuracy 

The department of Statistical Information has been considerably 
extended in the 1907 edition. To it has been added the report on the 
paper and pulp industry compiled for the Government census for 
the vear 1904. The figures given are those for the intermediate 
or five year census, showing the growth of the industry since 1900. 
A separate table issued by the Forest Service, covering the con- 
sumption of pulp woods in the United States, is this year in- 


cluded in the statistical matter. A table showing the paper pro- 


duction of the various countries of the world is also added to the 
statistical reports. This table, compiled by Franz Krawany, of 
the “Paper Union” of Vienna, gives, in addition to production, the 
rumber of Fourdrinier machines in use in the different countries 
of the world, the paper exports and imports of the same, and the 
per capita paper consumption of the various countries. The other 
sections of the statistical department of the Directory have been 
extended in accordance with the Government tabulations. 

The lists of paper dealers, stationers, paper stock dealers, paper 
‘ag. hox and envelope makers, together with pad and tablet mann- 
facturers, wall paper stainers, coated paper manufacturers, twine 


manufacturers, etc., have all been brought up to date in the 1907 
edition. 


Orders for it will 
be filled just as fast as they can be wrapped for shipment. The 


book is now in its thirty-second year. 


The Reduction of the Dividend by the Union Bag. 


The action of the directors of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany in reducing the dividend on its preferred stock for the last 
quarter from 7 to 4 per cent., while somewhat surprising, is never- 
theless a courageous act on the part of the company’s officials. 
It is noteworthy, in contrast to the program sometimes resorted to 
by corporations of paying unearned dividends out of bond issues 
pending a turning of the commercial tide. This subterfuge, which 
has brought a few distinguished directors to the bar of justice. 
the directors of the Union have declined to adopt. For their re- 


fusal to play the role of modern “financers” they are to be com- 
mended. 


The reason for the reduction in the dividend, as stated by Presi- 
dent Fisher, is because of the necessity of meeting interest charges 
and sinking fund requirements on the $3,000,000 mortgage indebt- 
edness of the company. These charges began at once, President 
Fisher says, whereas the woodlands into which a large part of the 
money went will not be remunerative until the end of next season. 

The company’s recently authorized bond issue was for $5,000,000. 
Of this amount $3,000,000 worth have been sold, according to the 
statement of President Fisher, or rather $1,100,000 worth of the 
bonds have been placed since the last annual meeting of the 
company in April of this year. At that time the treasurer's report 
showed that $1,900,000 of the bonds were then outstanding. 

The saving to the company in reducing its dividend to 4 per 
cent. will be $330,000, as it has $11,000,000 in preferred stock out- 
standing. The interest charges on the bond issue at 5 per cent. 
amount to $150,000 per year. It will be seen, therefore, that should 
the reduced dividend be continued the company’s treasury would 
profit at the rate of $180,000 per year. 


Advancing prices on box boards seems to be a chronic pastime 
for the board manufacturers. In enjoying. themselves in this 


sport, however, they should be careful not to overexert the pocket- 
books of their consumers, lest more of the latter fly to making 


their own stock. There is always a limit, and box makers are only 


human. Fair, staple prices are most profitable. The manufactur- 


ers should put prices on a remunerative basis and then let them 
stay there. 
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Our Trade With Foreign Countries. 


On page 46 of this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL we 
print the tabulated returns of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor as to the imports and exports of paper, etc., during the 


month of July and for the seven months ended July 31, 1906, to- 


gether with the returns for the corresponding periods last year. 


In comparing the figures on paper we find that our imports and 
exports have increased considerably. In July, 1906, our paper im- 
ports aggregated $763,076 in walue, as against $569,459 in July, 


1905, an increase of $193,617. In the seven months ended July 
31, 1900, we imported paper to the value of $4,266,126, and in the 
seven months ended July 31, 1905, to the value of $3,405,319, an 


increase of $860,807. We increased our imports from the United 
Kingdom, Belgium, Germany and “Other Europe.” 


In July, 1906, we exported paper to the value of $1,154,674, and 
in July, 1905, to the value of $745,036, an increase of $409,638. 
In the seven months ended July 31, 1906, we exported paper to the 
value of $6,139,349, and in the seven months ended July 31, 1905, 
to the value of $4,987,222, a gain of $1,152,127. The increase in 
our exports over our imports amounts to $291,320. 

Our exports of paper according to countries show that we in- 
creased our business with the United Kingdom from $1,333,213 to 
$1,569,147; with Belgium from $50,104 to $51,631; with France from 
$33,645 to $35,912; with Germany from $112,630 to $165,064; with 
the Netherlands from $35,776 to $71,879; with “Other Europe” 
from $32,270 to $47,052; with British North America from $1,258,- 
074 to $1,408,728; with Mexico from $316,704 to $369,868; with 
Cuba from $231,929 to $277,007; with “Other” West Indies and 
Bermuda from $73,886 to $75,401; with Argentina from $149,390 to 
$192,386; with Brazil from $41,304 to $51,661; with Chile from 
$136,110 to $140,567; with “Other” South America from $59,304 to 
$63,005; with Chinese Empire from $25,188 to $69,004; with Japan 
from $254,064 to $730,147; with British Australasia from $464,966 
to $483,179; with “Other” Asia and Oceania from $12,188 to $24,- 
987; with all other Africa from $4,170 to $5,674, and with “Other 
Countries” from $99 to $374. 

On the other hand we decreased our business with Italy from 
$10,769 to $7,005; with Central American States and Honduras 
from $111,908 to $100,680; with Colombia from $23,316 to $13,635; 
with Venezuela from $28,263 to $21,468; with British East Indies 
from $34,663 to $29,942; with Philippine Islands from $88,458 to 
$71,811, and with British Africa from $64,831 to $52,955. Our 
largest export increase was with Japan and our largest decrease 
with the Philippine Islands. 

We imported rags to the value of $491,198 in July, 1906, as 
against $297,343 in July, 1905, showing an increase of $193,855. In 
the seven months ended July 31, 1906, we imported rags to the 
value of $2,858,586, and in the seven months ended July 31, 1905, 
to the value of $2,472,133, a gain of $386,453. 

In the pulp department we imported 94,033 tons, valued at 
$2,626,269, in the seven months ended July 31, 1906, and 90,986 
tons, valued at $2,630,593, in the seven months ended July 31, 
1905. Although this shows an increase in the tonnage over 1905, 
it also shows a decrease in valuation over 1905, which makes the 
average price per ton on the 1906 product somewhat lower than in 
1905. British North America continues to be the leading source 


of supply. Our exports of pulp for July, 1906, were valued at 
$34,763, as against $47,446 for July, 1905, a decrease of $12,683. For 
the seven months ended July 31, 1906, the exports were valued at 
$339,603, and in the seven months ended July 31, 1905, at $296,009, 
an increase for the seven months ended July 31, 1906, of $43,504. 
While the exports for July, 1906, show a decrease, the total exports 
for the seven months ended July 31, 1906, show a considerable 


increase.

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THE PRODUCTION OF SULPHUR. 


In the United States There Were Produced Last Year (1905) 
181,677 Long Tons, Valued at $3,706,560—As Compared 
With the Figures for 1904 the Increase Was 49,385 Tons. 


The production of sulphur in the United States in 1905 amounted 
to 181,677 long tons, valued at $3,706,560. This was a notable 
increase as compared with 1904, when the output was 137,292 long 
tons, valued at $2,663,760. These interesting figures are taken 
from the annual report of the United States Geological Survey, 
prepared by Edwin C. Eckel, of which the following is an ad- 
vance abstract: 

The sulphur and sulphuric acid supply of the United States is 
at present derived from three distinct, though related, sources. 
The supply is furnished (1) by native sulphur or brimstone; (2) 
by iron pyrites, mined especially for use as a source of sulphuric 
acid, and (3) as a by-product from sulphides carrying workable 
percentages of copper, lead, etc. The statistics furnished in this 
report are believed to be complete so far as the first two sources 
of supply are concerned, but as yet it has not been possible to 
secure accurate data as to the quantity of acid produced purely asa 
by-product in the metallurgy of copper and lead. 

In 1905 the production of sulphur in the United States amounted 
to 181,677 long tons, valued at $3,706,560. The bulk of this out- 
put was, of course, from Louisiana, while Nevada and Utah pro- 
duced appreciable tonnages. The development work now being 
actively carried on in Colorado and Texas did not furnish any 
commercial production in 1905, but may reasonably be expected 
to add considerably to the output in 1906. 

The following table shows the combined output of sulphur and 
pyrite during the past five years:

The sulphur imported into the United States is produced prin- 
cipally in Sicily and Japan, but in recent years Mexico has sup- 
plied a part of the imports and small quantities have been brought 
in from Chile. The following figures show the quantity and value 
of various grades of sulphur imported into the United States in 
1905: Crude, 82,961 long tons, valued at $1,528,136; flowers of 
sulphur, 572 tons, valued at $16,037; refined, 779 tons, valued at 
$19,960; all other (including sulphur lac and other grades not other- 
wise specified, but not pyrite), 27 tons, valued at $3,352; total value, 
$1,567,485. During the past three years there has been a steady 
decline in the imports of sulphur of all grades except refined. 
The total value of the imports of all grades in 1903 was $3,709,690, 
or nearly two and one-half times the value of the imports of 1905. 
The following table shows the origin of the sulphur imported into 
the United States in 1905:

It will be noted that there is a discrepancy in the total amount 
of sulphur imported in 1905, as shown in the above table and as 
previously summarized, which is due to the fact that the sum- 
marized figutes represent imports entered for consumption. 

As most of the sulphur imported into the United States is ob- 
tained from Italy, it will be of interest to examine the statistics of 
production and exportation of this mineral in that country, Prac- 


tically the entire output of Italian sulphur is produced in the island 
of Sicily. Figures showing the total production are lacking for the 
past two years, but complete statistics of exports are available. In 
1903 the production of Italian sulphur was 849,007 long tons, valued 
at $16,999,673. In that year the exports amounted to 475,423 long 
tons. In 1904 the exports aggregated 478,267 long tons, and in 1905 
they amounted to 455,448 long tons. The distribution of these ex 
ports for 1904 and 1905 is shown in the following table :

Of the imports into the United States of Sicilian sulphur in 1905 
approximately 50,000 tons was rated as “best unmixed seconds,” 
while about 19,000 tons consisted of “best thirds.” The imports of 
both grades at the port of New York aggregated about 42,000 tons ; 
at Portland, Me., about 18,000 tons; at Boston about 6,700 tons, 
and at Philadelphia about 2,600 tons, with small scattered imports 
at other ports. 

The attention recently drawn to the sulphur deposits of Mexico, 
which are now furnishing a part of the imports into the United 
States, lends special interest to the most notable of these beds, which 
are located in Michoacan, San Luis Potosi, Puebla and Vera Cruz. 
About 87 miles from San Luis Potosi, on the lower slopes of the 
Angosture Mountains, are layers of sulphur, some of which have 
been worked to the depth of 60 feet without diminishing in quantity 
or showing inferior quality. At Tapona, near Guadalcazer, in the 
same state, there is sulphur, and likewise in the hacienda Peotillos. 
Michoacan has deposits in Taximaroa, district of Cinepecuaro, 
where the Humaredas and Azufres hills are situated, the former 
being thus named because of the exhalation of aqueous vapors ris- 
ing from springs known as Hervideros, or geysers. These vapors, 
containing sulphur in great quantity, together with sulphuric and 
sulphydric acids, form, on coming in contact with the alumino 
oxide of iron existing in the springs, an iron alum, which is de- 
posited on the margin of the springs. No sooner do the vapors 
begin to rise than they become rapidly condensed, and the sulphur 
falls to the ground in the form of crystals or dust resulting from 
the decomposition of the sulphuric and sulphydric acids. 

The Chillador volcano, on the same hills, owes its name to the 
noise made by the vapors exhaled from it when coming in contact 
with atmospheric currents. The rock around the crater is entirely 
covered with sulphur and sulphurous lava, which also appears on a 
small crater, known as the Chillador Nuevo, distant a few hundred 
feet from the former. This phenomenon may also be noticed at 
other points in the direction of the volcanic belt. Close to the crater 
of the Currutaco, the most remarkable volcano of the region, there 
are several springs of sulphurous waters, and on the west is the 
Lake de los Azufres, which, in constant ebullition, causes the sul- 
phur to condense on the shores and in the crevices of the rocks, 
where it is found in a pure and crystallized state. At the distance 
of about half a mile, in the Jaripeo hacienda, is the Loma del 
Chino, with springs of the same character, and two or three miles 
farther to the northwest is the Gallo volcano, on the brow of 
which are numerous vents where sulphur is found. Nearby the

NEW DANDY ROLL STAND. 


A Cushioning and Lever-Raising Device by Which One Man Can 
Drop the Roll on the Sheet Without Breaking the Latter—Cush- 


ioning Overcomes Irregularity in Circumference of Roll. 


William C. Nash, of Neenah, Wis., has invented a new improve- 
ment in dandy roll stands. United States patent No. 830,165. 

The invention relates to a stand for supporting the dandy roll for 
revolution upon the frame of a paper making machine; it consists of 
a lever, one at each end of the dandy roll, mounted intermediate its 
ends for oscillation upon a suitable stand, upon the ends of which 
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levers the dandy roll is journaled, the other ends of the levers hav- 
ing a spring by means of which a cushioned journal box is pro- 
vided, said end being also provided with means by which the oper- 
ator can raise or lower both ends of the roll at the same time, the 
improvement forming a cushioning and lever raising device for the 
dandy roll, its journals being so supported as to be cushioned, while 
one man can drop the dandy roll in place upon the sheet of paper 
without any liability of breaking the sheet at any speed at which the 
sheet may be running. The cushioning of the dandy roll supporting 
journal boxes is to overcome the irregularities in the circumference 
of the roll, as no one of them is formed upon a perfect circle. This 
cushioning of the dandy roll by means of the spiral spring will “give 
and take” and the roll be eased up at all times, as the lighter the 
dandy is the better it will be for the paper, as it then will not give 
the sheet that crushed appearance in watermarking, as the lighter 
the dandy the better will the watermark be and the less in number 
will be the “pick outs” from the letters of the watermark. This is 
a point that causes paper mill men to reason that the quality of 
paper that is made upon a small machine is better than if made on a 
larger one, as in using the usual style of dandy stand the roll can 
be eased up more on a small machine than upon a larger one, the 
roll being shorter, lighter and nearer a true circle. The cushioning 


and lever raising device of this improvement will overcome these de- 
fects in large machines and adapt them for producing equally as 
good paper as the smaller machines. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a short section of the top rail of a 
paper making machine and showing an end view of the deckle 
pulley supported upon a stand upon the rail of the machine frame 
and a portion of the deckle thereon, and at the right of the deckle 
the dandy roll supported upon the improved stand. Fig. 2 is an 
elevation showing the rear side of the dandy roll stand. Fig. 3 is 
a plan of the lever in which one end of the dandy roll shaft is 
journaled. Fig. 4 is a plan showing a portion, as in Fig. 1, of the 
side rails of a paper making machine, the deckles, a suction box 
under the deckles, the dandy roll and the stand therefor of this im- 
provement, 

No. 1 indicates the top rail of a paper making machine; 2, the 
stands which support the deckle pulley shaft; 3, the deckle pulley 
shaft; 4, its pulleys; 5, the deckles; 6, a suction box having a cover 
7; 8, the dandy roll, and 9 its stand, having an opening 10, through 
which the lever 11 is to be inserted, it being fulcrumed upon the 
pin 12 and having at one end the journal box 114 for the dandy roll 
shaft and upon its other end a slot 13, through which a bolt 14 
passes, the bolt being pivoted upon the pin 15 in the base 16 of the 
stand. The bolt is provided with a nut 17, between which and the 
lever 11 a spiral spring 18 is arranged. The shaft 19 of the dandy 
roll is supported in jourrial boxes which are formed in one end 
of the levers 11, and consequently receive the cushioning effect of 
the spring 18, the tension of which can be increased or diminished 
by securing the nut 17 on or off the bolt 14. 

Near the upper end of the stand 9, upon each side of the ma- 
chine, a bracket arm 20 projects, in which a shaft 21 is arranged 
to oscillate. This shaft has secured upon it near each end an arm 
22, from the outer ends of which a rod 23 extends to and is piv- 
oted to the lever 11 outside of its fulcrum. Outside of the bracket 
arm 20, upon one end of the shaft 21, a ratchet wheel 24 is secured, 
with which a pawl 25, which is hinged to the stand, engages, said 
end of the shaft having also a lever handle 26, by means of which 
the operator by oscillating the lever can raise the dandy roll en- 
tirely off the sheet of paper and hold it so by means of the pawl 
or lower it upon the paper as the occasion demands. 

At each end of the dandy roll shaft a bracket arm 27, carrying 
a screw 28, is arranged for engaging with said shaft ends, by means 
of the turning of which screws the dandy roll can be adjusted 
longitudinally for bringing the letters of any watermark thereon 
into the desired position. The dandy roll stands need to be made 
right and left on account of the ears 29, in which the pawl 25 is 
hinged, and the levers 11 to be so made on account of the bracket 
arm 27 thereon, those in Figs. 2 and 3 being for the left hand rail 
in Fig. 4. Upon the upper ends of the dandy roll stands a wiper 
board 30 is mounted, it having the usual wiper 31 secured to it and 
hanging down upon the dandy roll. 

Fig. 32 indicates the wire of the paper machine, and 33 the paper 
being made. The arrows indicate the direction in which the wire 
and paper are running.

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THE BURSTING OF PULLEY DAMAGES MILL. 


The Lee Paper Company, of Vicksburg, Mich., for the Third 
Time the Victim of Similar Accidents. 


[spec IAL CORRESPONDENT OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

VicksgurG, Mich., September 10, 1906.—While running at a high 
rate of speed this forenoon a pulley on the shaft that drives the 
paper machines at the paper mills in this place burst, bending a 
long line of shafting and many steam and water pipes, besides 
breaking off and pulling up seven concrete piers on which the 
shafting rested. 

This is the third accident of this kind in this mill in the last few 
months, but no one has been hurt in any of them. It is thought 
that it was caused by running the engine at an excessive speed. 
The damage to the surrounding machines and equipment was con- 
siderable, besides depriving the company of the use of the paper 
machines, they being behind with their orders now.

Palmar Hill has small craters containing sulphur, and others gre on 
the Maritaro, with vents displaying abundant deposits and similar 
accumulations in the crater of the volcano of that name, under 
which is Lake Verde, whose bed is covered with sulphur mixed with 
sulphurous clay. On the lake shore is a large quantity of pulverized 
and crystallized sulphur, and on the Cerro de los Azufres there are 
several exceedingly rich beds, which yielded more than 150 tons of 
sulphur after the product had been refined. 

In the State of Mexico sulphur exists in Temascalcingo, in the 
Solis Hill at Ixtlahuaca, and in the crater of the Popocapeti vol- 
cano. Puebla has sulphur beds at Chinahutla and Chiguahuapan, 
in the district of Alariste, and in the vicinity of Atlixco. In the 
environs of the city of Puebla, between it and the volcanoes adja- 
cent, there are numerous springs, nearly all of which are used for 
medicinal purposes. Near Tepezala, Aguascalientes, sulphur is 
found proceeding from the decomposition of the minerals with 
which it was combined. Queretaro has sulphur in the Canada of 
Hilitlilla, a few miles west of Guadalajara in Jalisco, on a hill 
named the Coll; and on the Orizaba and Iztlalcihuatl volcanoes, in 
Vera Cruz and Mexico, sulphur is found in quantities sufficient to 
yield profitable returns. There are also stlphur beds in Chiapas, 
Guerrero, Lower California and Durango, the extensive deposits of 
Mapimi lying in the last named State. 

PYRITE. 

In 1905 the production of pyrite amounted to 253,000 long tons, 
valued at $938.492, as compared with 207,081 long tons, valued at 
$814,808 in 1904, an increase of 45,919 tons in quantity and of $123,- 
684 in value. The States producing pyrite in 1905 were Vir- 
ginia, California, Massachusetts, New York, Alabama, Georgia, 
Ohio, Indiana and South Dakota, given in the order of their rank 
as producers. South Dakota, which reported no pyrite in 1904, 
contributed a small quantity to the output in 1905. The only change 
in order of rank in 1905 was that New York displaced Georgia for 
fourth position, the latter State falling to sixth in rank.

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THE SUPPRESSION OF SMOKE. 


A Simple, Practical and Economical Method, Not Only of Get- 
ting Rid of Smoke With All Its Inconveniences, But at the 


Same Time of Recovering Its Valuable Elements. 


According to the investigator Tobiansky, smoke may be gotten 
rid of and the waste gases that escape with the smoke may be 
utilized for the production of a suitable illuminating gas and for 
fuel as a motive force, says La Revue des Produits Chemiques. 
This product is termed pyrogas; its combustion leaves as residue 
only carbonic acid, water vapor and nitrogen. It is claimed that a 
double problem has been solved: (1) The complete disappearance 
of smoke; (2) and a result simple, practical and economical. 

The treatment of the smoke, from whatever combustible it is pro- 
duced, requires no modification in the oven or furnace. The work- 
ing so far has given full satisfaction to those who have used it. 

This system is based on the principle of carbonization; other- 
wise, the enrichment of a gas by the addition of the vapors of hy- 
drocarbons, to which in certain factories coal gas is submitted, or 
simply air, which contains no combustible principle and acts only 
the part of a vehicle. By experimenting with different models of 
carbonizers the idea occurred that smoke might be enriched fy the 
carbonization of gaseous products direct from the fire, without pre- 


vious purification, producing results entirely new from a technical 


standpoint. 

The saseous waste of combustion, instead of being discharged by 
the chimney, is drawn or forced through the apparatus employed, 
which is composed of a simple receiver filled with porous matter 


moistened with liquid hydrocarbide. On its passage through the 


carbonizer the gaseous mixture of the smoke becomes an inflam- 
mable product, pyrogas. 

The soot and ashes suspended in the smoke retained mechani- 
cally in the apparatus at length saturate the filtering substance. Then 


this is drawn out, considerably enriched with the hydrocarbides 
condensed in it, ready for use as fuel. The volume of this filtering 


matter, coke for example, corresponding to the volume of smoke 
treated, may serve for six or eight months without change. 

The calorific value of the carbonized smoke thus depends first 
on the quantity of combustible gas which it originally contained, 
and then on the hydrocarbide which it discharged. The richer the 
smoke is in combustible elements, that is, the more incomplete has 
been the combustion, the less of the hydrocarbide will be absorbed 
by the smoke in forming a gas which may be used industrially, and 
vice versa. . 

Habitually, chimneys carry off into the atmosphere large quan- 
tities of combustible gases; therefore, the combustion is incomplete. 
Now this fact, previously regarded as disadvantageous, is eminently 
profitable under the system described. 

On the average, the calorific power of the gaseous products of the 
factory ovens may be assimilated with that of the gases from blast 
furnaces, affording 600 to 900 calories per cubic metre. Sixty to 
seventy grammes of hydrocarbide are necessary for enriching a 
cubic metre of 1,000 to 1,200 calories, and thus obtaining a gas of 
2,000 calories, This consumption of hydrocarbide may appear small, 
if we consider that the carbonization of a cubic metre of air requires 
about 500 grammes; but it must be remembered that air, by the fact 
of its carbonization at the surrounding temperature, causes the 
evaporation of only a very light part of this hydrocarbide, leaving 
a considerable quantity as a residue; on the contrary, smoke, on 
account of its high temperature, utilizes even to the last drop the 
hydrocarbide added to it. Thus a litre of hydrocarbide of the 
density of 700, evaporated at 15° C., yields 4,000 to 5,000 calories, 
while at 100° C. it yields 10,000 to 12,000 calories. 

Gas proceeding from the carbonization of the air cold is quite 
condensable, for the hydrocarbide separates with the greatest fa- 
cility from this simple mixture. 

This is not the case with the pyrogas containing the hydrocar- 


bides, carbon oxide and other products held in the smoke. Such is 
the stability of the pyrogas that it has been preserved without any 
condensation. This new gas, enriched at will, may be distributed 
like coal gas through pipes for lighting purposes, but this method 
of use is not immediately contemplated, for it is thought to be 
more advantageous to convert it on the spot, for example, into 


electricity, to be kept in storage cells, 

In cases where the whole quantity produced from the smoke 
would meet with only restricted employment, or even none at all, 
a second piece of apparatus is combined, which may be used alone 
or concurrently with the first. 

This apparatus, called the anihilator, absorbs all of the gases and 
solid products composing the smoke, and stores them in the porous 
matter with which it is filled. The smoke of deleterious gases, or 
even metallic vapors, thus treated, becomes invisible and without 
odor. As in the carbonizer, the filtering matter, in consequence of 
the accumulation of soot, tar and other products, forms a com- 
bustible richer than it would be alone. It is then removed for use 
as fuel and replaced by a new charge. The smoke can be passed 
wholly or in part through the carbonizer, in order to produce 
pyrogas, or to destroy it totally or partially in the annihilator. 

Whether the two pieces of apparatus are worked separately, al- 
ternatively or simultaneously, the ideal solution of a problem as 
old as the world seems to have been secured. 


British Consular Reports from France. 


The British Consul General (Mr. Hearn), reporting on the trade 
and commerce of Havre and district for the year 1905, gives the 
exports of paper from Havre as 137,340 cwts., as against 110,300 


cwts. in the previous year; Rouen exported 1,237 tons, as against 


966 tons; and Treport 203 tons, as against 187 tons. 


The exports of rags during 1905 were: From Rouen, 7,435 tons; 
Caen, 183 tons; Dieppe, 2,745 tons, and Honfleur, 443 tons. The 
quantities exported in the previous year were 6,628 tons, 247 tons, 
3,773 tons, and 358 tons, respectively. 


China clay was imported into Rouen during 1905 to the extent of 


14,500 tons, a decrease of 1,298 tons compared with the previous 
year, when the quantity reached 15,804 tons. Treport received 463 
tons of china clay last year, a decrease of 766 tons compared with 
the previous year. 

Rouen imported 93,212 tons of cellulose pulp during 1905, an in- 
crease of 20,444 tons compared with the previous year. Cut wood 
for wood pulp was received at Rouen in 1905 to the amount of 98,- 
115 tons, as against 75,064 tons in 1904. 

Treport imported 1,828 tons of waste paper during last year, a 
decrease of 414 tons compared with the previous year. The ship- 
ments were from the United Kingdom in the interests of a paper 
mill in the neighborhood. 

In a report issued by Consul R. Macdonald on the trade of the 
consular district of Bordeaux for the year 1905, he states that the 
importation of rags rose in 1905 to 53,609 cwts., as compared with 
45,215 cwts. in 1904, and of these 49,983 cwts. came from the United 
Kingdom, an increase of 6,390 cwts. compared with the previous 
year. The export of rags from Bordeaux last year amounted to 
36,281 ewts., as against 11,282 ewts. in the previous year. 

Paper and cardboard to the amount of 2,635 cwts. were imported 
into Bordeaux last year, a decline of 347 cwts. compared with the 
previous year. 

The exports from Bordeaux under the heading of “ordinary pa- 
per” last year amounted to 14,595 cwts., as against 14,448 cwts. in 
the previous year. Bayonne exported 4,407 cwts. of writing and 
printing paper during 1905, against 3,850 cwts. in the previous year, 
the countries receiving the same being Spain, Portugal and New- 
foundland. Wall paper was received at Spain and Portugal from 
Bayonne in 1905 to the extent of 1,733 cwts., as against 1,693 cwts. 
in the previous year. La Rochelle exported 643 metric tons of 
paper and cardboard to Egypt, Mexico, Chile, Canada and Germany 
during ,1905, as against 439 metric tons in the previous year.

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“SAND TRAP” IMPROVEMENT. 


The Object of a New Invention Is to Provide Means Whereby the 
““Sand Trap” May Be Cleaned When the Machine Is in 
Operation—Shutting Down Avoided. 


Wallace White, of Lawrence, Mass., has invented an improve- 
ment in refining engines. United States patent No. 830,125. 

In the class of refining engines known as “Jordan” engines it is 
customary to provide a recess, known as a “sand trap,” which 
leads from the bottom of the engine at its inlet end and is adapted 
to catch sand and bits of metal mixed with the pulp, which might 
otherwise injure the knives. A clean cut opening is provided in 





said trap, which does not permit the contents of the trap to be 
removed when the engine is in operation. As these traps should be 
cleaned out at much more frequent intervals than those at which 
the engine is ordinarily stopped for other reasons, it often happens 
that the engine must be shut down for the sole purpose of clean- 
ing out the sand trap and that it is run for a considerable time 
after the trap should be cleaned out instead. 

The object of the invention is to provide means whereby the 
sand trap may be cleaned when the engine is in operation. 

This object is accomplished by the means shown in the ac- 
companying drawings. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the inlet end of a Jordan engine 
provided with the invention. Fig. 2 is an enlarged end view of a 
sand trop provided with the invention. Fig. 3 is a sectional view 


on the line 33 of Fig. 2; and Figs. 4 and 5 are respectively detail, 
plan and edge views of the closing slide. 

As shown in the drawings, the body a of the Jordan engine is 
provided with a depending box or receptacle >, which is secured 
to the bottom thereof adjacent its inlet end, an oblong opening 
being provided in the bottom of the body which leads into the 
open top of the receptacle b. Said receptacle is provided with a 
hand hole or clean out opening b’, which is adapted to be closed 
by a cover c, secured to the end of the receptacle. The devices 
thus far described are well known in the art and constitute what 
is ordinarily termed a “sand trap.” 

In the upper edges of the side walls of the receptacle b a pair 
of guideways are provided in which a slide plate d is fitted, said 
plate being of substantially the same shape as the receptacle b and 
adapted to close completely the opening in the upper side thereof, 
and thus cut off all communication between the body and the sand 
trap. A stuffing box for the slide is provided on the outer side of 
the body a and receptacle b, said stuffing box comprising a pair of 
plates e¢, which are adapted to hold a packing ¢' closely against 
the upper, lower sides and edges of the plate. <A bail or handle f 
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is secured to the outer end of the slide. The cover ¢ is provided 
with a rigid horizontally extending bracket g, and a vertical post 
h is secured in the outer end of said bracket by a set screw i, said 
post i being adapted to be adjusted vertically in said bracket in 
such a position that its upper end will bear against the under side ~ 
of the plate d. — 

In the normal operation of the engine the slide d will be pulled 
out, as indicated in dotted lines, Fig. 3, so that free communication 
is permitted between the body a and the receptacle or sand trap 0. 
The post / constitutes a support for the outer end portion of the 
slide d to counteract the prying effect which such portion would 
otherwise have upon the inner end portion thereof, which remains 
in the ways and closes the opening through which said slide passes. 
If it is desired to clean out the sand trap without stopping the en- 
gine, it is simply necessary to force in the plate to the full line 
position of Fig. 3, so that all communication between the casing 
and the sand trap will be cut off, and then remove the cover c. 
After the trap has been cleaned out the cover is replaced and the 
slide again withdrawn, returning the parts to their normal position.

creasing in the various grades, still prices do not show any ad- 
vance as a result of the growth in business. Of course, the de- 
mand still continues on a rather conservative plan, but this is 
expected to disappear as the season advances. Business in general 
is in a flourishing state in all parts of the country, and this is 
encouraging paper men in their belief that a good demand is ap- 
proaching. Quotations will no doubt stiffen when the demand be- 
comes heavier and trade assumes a more normal condition. At 
present it cannot be said that prices are hardening any, as the 
consumption so far has not been of sufficient size to warrant any 
material change in the situation.

PHILADELPHIA, September 11, 1906.—Though quotations cannot 
be actually advanced as a result of the week's experience, the 
tendency of the market for the better grades is unmistakably to- 
ward a rise. During the dull months of summer dealers stored 
their better grades rather than dispose of them at the low rates 
maintaining and under the sluggish demand by mill men. But 
September has already shown an improved demand, and within 
a week or two all accumulations will be disposed of. Prices then 
must rise. Commons are in better demand than ever, but thus 
far supplies have been sufficient to prevent quotations from im- 
proving. While the full current of fall business has not set in, 
its advance waves are here, and the trade now looks to the im- 
mediate future for as good if not a better market as any in recent
